Dear Mr. Forman, 

Will you help us complete the rescue of a valued piece of 
American history: a portrait of Rachel Levy, mother of American 
Jewish naval hero Uriah P. Levy? 

What is so important about Rachel Levy's nortrait? Let me 
tell you a fascinating story about this piece of American history. 

Uriah P. Levy (1792-1862) was the nation's first Jew to 
hold the rank of Commodore in the U.S. Navy. Levy, a hero of 
the War of 1 8 1 2 , was known nationally for his protest of 
antisemitism in the military. He is credited with almost single- 
handedly convincing Congress to abolish flogging as a form of 
punishment in the Navy. Since many sailors were young boys (Levy 
himself ran away to sea at age 10), Levy's advocacy was one of 
the nation's earliest public protests against child abuse. 

But Levy is known best for having purchased Thomas Jefferson’s 
beloved Virginia home, Monticello, and restoring it to its former 
glory. After Jefferson's death in 1826, Monticello deteriorated. 

As a Jew, Levy admired Jefferson for his advocacy of democracy, 
individual liberty and religious tolerance - values that have made 
America a safe haven for Jews in every generation. 

To assure the preservation of Jefferson's beloved Monticello, 
Levy purchased it as his own family home in 1836. He moved his 
mother, Rachel Phillips Levy, into Monticello. Levy always welcomed 
visitors to Monticello to see the rooms in which Jefferson lived 
and worked. 

During the Civil War, Confederate soldiers appropriated 
Monticello as a bivouac, destroying much of the restoration work 
Levy had undertaken. 

After the war, the home was returned to the Levy family. 

Uriah's nephew, Jefferson Monroe Levy, invested a small fortune 
of his own funds to restore Monticello and reopen it to visitors. 
Finally, in 1923, Jefferson Monroe Levy conveyed Monticello to a 
foundation which had been formed for the purpose of turning the 
estate into a public historic site. 

Clearly, without the loving efforts of the Levy family, 

(please turn page) 
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Monticello would not be the national shrine it has become today. 
Unfortunately, the Levy family is not widely credited for the legacy 
it has bestowed on America. When the foundation acquired Monticello, 
its public policy was to "purge the house of any vestige of the Levy 
occupancy. " 

But some things could not be removed. Rachel Levy, Uriah’s mother 
and Jefferson Monroe Levy's grandmother, lies buried in the front yard 
of Monticello. Born in 1769, Rachel Levy was a great beauty — as her 
portrait documents. When she died in 1839, Uriah Levy chose Monticello 
as the most appropriate place for her interment. After years of 
ignoring the Levy role in its preservation, Monticello now acknowledges 
the Levy's efforts with a plaque. 

The only known original, full-sized portrait of Rachel Levy was 
painted by Swedish portraitist August Wertmuller (1751-1811). Until 1923, 
Rachel's portrait hung at Monticello, but was sold at auction after 
Monticello changed hands. The portrait passed through the hands of 
several European owners, ending up, interestingly, in the collection 
of an American family of Swedish descent living in San Francisco. 

In November, 1995, the staff of the Society learned that Rachel Levy's 
portrait was scheduled to be offered for sale at a European auction. As a 
beautiful Wertmuller, the portrait was very likely to end up in private 
hands in Sweden. Its American owners knew of the Levys' connection to 
Monticello, and contacted the foundation to offer them a chance to purchase 
the painting before it went on the auction block. Monticello declined to 
purchase it, but fortunately referred the owners to the American Jewish 
Historical Society. 

Our curatorial staff persuaded the owner to give AJHS some time to 
find the money to purchase Rachel Levy's portrait before it went on the 
auction block. When the owners heard that AJHS already owns a portrait of 
Rachel's son, Uriah, they wanted, in their words, "to reunite Rachel Levy 
with her son." The owners had been told by Christie's that, auctioned in 
Sweden, the painting would fetch at least $40,000. They gave the Society 
until March 1, 1996, to come up with a comparable offer, or the portrait 
would be shipped to London. After much friendly negotiation and goodwill 
on the owners* part, we were able to purchase the painting at a 
significantly lower price: $32,500. 

Our problem is that we have no budget for this important acquisition. 
Acting on short notice, the Board of Trustees of the Society voted to 
approve the emergency purchase and to pay for it by temporarily borrowing 
the entirety of our special preservation fund — money we have set aside 
to microfilm our most fragile documents. (Right now, in fact, we are 
preparing to microfilm Uriah P. Levy and Jefferson Monroe Levy's personal 
papers, thanks to a special grant from two Society members). The Board 
of Trustees made the decision that Rachel Levy's portrait was too 
historically significant to allow it to be lost into private, overseas 
hands, even if that meant draining our preservation budget. 

At that critical moment, Trustee Michael Jesselson stepped forward with 
a challenge to the Society. If we can raise the other $22,500, he will 
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provide a $10,000 matching gift that will allow us to restore our preservation 
fund. Eleanor and Walter Angoff, trustees of the Frank E. Barnard Fund, have 
pledged an additional $3,000, leaving us with only $19,500 to raise. 

And so I turn to you, asking your help to secure these pledged matching 
gifts. Please contribute as generously as you can to the AJHS Rachel Levy 
Portrait Acquisition Fund. The story of the Levys' efforts to fight 
antisemitism, to abolish flogging and to save Monticello is a wonderful 
American saga that our grandchildren — all of America's children — deserve 
to learn. This Jewish family's multi-generational dedication to Jeffersonian 
ideals, and their moral and financial investments to preserve Monticello, 
are an inspiration to us all. Theirs is an American and a Jewish story in 
which we can all take pride. 

Please help the AJHS keep this story fresh and alive for future generations. 
Our ownership of the Levy portraits and papers assures that teachers of American 
Jewish history can retell the Levy story for generations to come. With your 
support, AJHS will be able to display Rachel and Uriah Levy's portraits at 
museums around the nation, as part of an exhibit telling their inspirational 
family story. We can also tell their story to young people at our Internet 
site on the World Wide Web. What a powerful new way to reach the younger 
generations with a story they can embrace. 

Thank you again for all your past support. Can I count on you one more 

time?
